PUMP FREED 
WELL CAN 
BE SAVED 


Transfer to North 
Slated in Summer 




Sierra Madre’s No. 2 water 
well and pump have been sav¬ 
ed, Water Superintendent A1 
Freeland announced yesterday. 

The saving of nearly $25,000 
to taxpayers was assured Tues¬ 
day when the jammed pump 
and column wore finally hoist¬ 
ed out of the well. 

One hundred and fifty gal¬ 
lons of oil were poured into 
the well last week to lubricate 
the casing and free the pump. 
First “budge” of the pump was 
felt following this operation. 

Workmen of the Roscoe Mo.ss 
Well Drilling Company came 
to Sierra Madre Tuesday after¬ 
noon to determine what re< 
pairs will be necessary. 

“It is now fairly well estab¬ 
lished that there has been 
some collapse in the casing 
several hundred feet below the 
surface,” Mr. Freeland said. 

A spotlight shone down the 
casing showed what, probably, 
is a boulder that has broken 
through a rusted section of the 
pipe. 

After the investigation phase 
of the project is completed, 
the City Council will advertise 
for bids before steps are taken 
to repair the damage. 


Mayor William A. Kinney will leave the City CounciL and 
Sierra Madre, early this summer. He will end nearly lour yearn 
on the council ond two years as mayor. 

Mr. Kinney is being transferred to Sem Leondro, Callfu by 
his firm. The Flintkote Company, pioneer Division, and he will 
be oppointed manufacturing 
manager of the new mill being 
built in the Bay Area city. 

Although his transfer is not 
scheduled before June, Mayor 
Kinney immediately offered to 
resign from the council when 
he learned the promotion news. 

The other councilmen voted 
that Mr. Kinney should stay 
on as long as possible. 

“My remaining on the coun¬ 
cil now is purely and simply 
the wishes of the council,” the 
mayor explained. 

“Naturally, I’m terribly dis¬ 
appointed to have to move 
away from Sierra Madre, and 
I hate to leave the council,” 
he said. 

Mr. Kinney emphasized, 
however, that it is his “defin¬ 
ite intention” to return to Sier¬ 
ra Madre when he retires 
from active business life, prob¬ 
ably in 11 years. 

A resident here for 21 years, 

Mr. Kinney was appointed to 
the council in October, 1948, 
to fill the unexpired term of 
Don Jackson. He was elected 
to the post again in April of 
1950 and, a week later, was 
elected honorary chairman, or 
mayor. When he leaves this 
summer, nearly two years will 
remain of his term of office.

Holding that the decision of 
the Public Utilities, in its de¬

The company had' asked for 
an increase that would yield 
$3,390,000 in annual gross rev¬ 
enues.

In its application lor a re¬ 
hearing, the company declared 
that the decision is “arbitrary, 
contrary to ev'idence, and un¬ 
supported by substantial evi¬ 
dence.” The commission ruled 
that the company was earning 
a 5.8 per cent return on a de¬ 
preciated original co.st rate 
ba.se, which it deemed suffici¬ 
ent.

(Editor’s Note: This is the second in a series of articles to 
help taxpayers in the preparation of their Federal income tax 
returns. Information in this and subsequent articles Is provided 
by Robert A. Riddell, collector of internal revenue for the 
Sixth District of California.) 

Long Form 1040 must be 
used by taxpayers whose ad¬ 
justed gro.ss income is $5,000.00 
or more. It ma-y be used by any 
person, regardless of the 
amount to be reported. In em¬ 
ploying this method, the tax¬ 
payer may itemize his non¬ 
business deductions on page 
throe of the Form 1040. How¬ 
ever, if such itemized deduc¬ 
tions are loss than ten per cent 
of his adjusted gross income, 
the taxpayer may, instead of 
listing these deductions, use 
the standard deduction, which 
is ton per cent of the adjusted 
gross income; but in no case 
to exceed $1,000.00. If a hus¬ 
band and wile file separate 
returns and use the standard 
deduction, each may use ten 
per cent of the adjusted gross 
income shown on his or her 
.separate return as a standard 
deduction; but each is limited 
to a maximum of .$500.00, rather 
than $1,000.00. 

In computing the income tax 
due, when long Form 1040 is 
used, after determining on lino 
five of page throe of the return 
the amount of income which 
is subject to tax, the taxpayer 
applies to that sum the tax- 
rate .schedule which is printed 
on the back page of the in¬ 
struction booklet which is sup¬ 
plied with the blank returns; 
reduces that sum by his credits 
from withholding and from 
payments made on a Declara¬ 
tion of Estimated Tax, if any, 
and the balance fs his unpaid 
tax liat)ility, w'hich should ac¬ 
company the return when it is 
filed. If these credits indicate 
that the tax liability is more 
'than paid, a credit arises in 
favor of the taxpayer, which 
he may elect to receive in cash, 
or apply on payment of his 
1952 Declaration of Estimated 
Tax; or he may elect to have 
part refuntied in cash, and the 
remainder applied on the Dec¬ 
laration.

If iiusbands and wives file 
jointly on long Form 1040, 
they should use the so-called 
“split-income” method. Having 
arrived at tiie total taxable 
income which is entered on 
lino five, page three. Form 
1040, they may divide this sum 
in half; compute the tax on 
that one-half by applying the 
tax rate .schedule referred to 
above, and, finally, multiplying 
tiio tax so determined by two. 
The effect of this method is to 
subject the entire taxable 
amount to the graduated rate 
of surtax which is applicable 
to only one-half the income 
subject to tax. It will be found 
in many cases that this pro¬ 
duces a distinct advantage. 

A considerable number of 
people fail to affix their sig¬ 
natures to their returns before 
filing them. A joint return 
must be signed by both hus¬ 
band and wife. When the re¬ 
turn has been completed and 
is properly signed, it may be 
fiied by mailing it to the office 
of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue, 312 N. Spring Street, 
Los Angeles, 12; or it may be 
mailed or delivered in person 
to the iocal branch office of 
the Collector, at 115 S. Los 
Robles, Pasadena.

“I lost control.” 

Dozens of times a year when 
Highway Patrojmen are inves¬ 
tigating accidents they hear 
these words. And in many oth¬ 
er cases, if the driver or any 
of his passengers were alive, 
the same story would be told. 

But Patrol Commissioner Clif¬ 
ford E. Peterson today declar¬ 
ed that no one over “loses” 
control of an automobile. “They 
deliberately give it away,” ho 
said. 

Mr. Peterson pointed out that 
when a driver loses control of 
his ear, it's usually because he 
is violating a law or commit¬ 
ting an unsafe act. 

Motorists arc likely to lose 
control when they drive too 
fast for road and weather con¬ 
ditions, when they overdrive 
their headlights at night, when 
they follow other vehicles too 
closely or when they whip 
around a deceptively sharp 
curve. 

A speeding car will skid on 
wet or icy pavement, hit a rut 
or chuckhole or slide off a 
curve and if the driver is lucky, 
chances are he’ll say, “1 lost 
control.” “What he means is 
that he lost control over him¬ 
self,” said Peterson.

It is not within the province 
of the fire department to fry 
to stop people from smoking

many, many fires are caused 
by the cigarette. Let’s be very 
careful and thoughtful when 
discarding a smoke. 

We have had another fire 
where one of our cool and 
calm ladies controlled the sit¬ 
uation. Mrs. Milton Goldberg 
of Ramona discovered that her 
oven was smoking and— 
.something that should not bo 
—burning. Having a fire extin¬ 
guisher handy, she told the 
neighbor to call the fire de¬ 
partment, while she went to 
work. On arrival of the fire 
chief (ahem . . . just two min¬ 
utes after the call), Mrs. Gold¬ 
berg had the fire under con¬ 
trol. 

By removing the smoking 
tray, the fire chief declared the 
fire “all out.” 

It is wise to have a good 
fire extinguisher in the house, 
provided it is kept in working 
order. Much can be done with 
that first appearance of fire. 
Sometimes it is not as bad as 
first sight would have it ap¬ 
pear. One of the principals of 
fire fighting is cooling and in 
an emergency, water is hard 
to beat as a cooling unit. That 
dt'pendable garden hose is a ' 
mighty fine thing to have 
around. 

In spite of all this, don’t 
fail to have a call in to the 
fire department as soon as pos¬ 
sible. The fire department has 
equipment to take care of the 
big ones, so if it really reaches 
such a stage, you have done 
your part. We appreciate the 
opportunity of returning with¬ 
out having had to fight a big 
fire.

Obstructions May Be Cause 
of Constipation. 

Constipation is such a com¬ 
mon malady its serious or even 
dangerous causes may too often 
be fatally under-estimated. 
This is particularly true 
where some form of obstruction 
is unknowingly present. Ob¬ 
structions may occur anywhere 
from the oesophagus (in the 
neck) to the rectum and are 
always beyond the direct con¬ 
trol of the voluntary nervous 
system. 

Common Obstructions 

These may be strictures of 
the oesophagus and rectum; 
strangulation of Intestines or 
colon due to kinks and tortu¬ 
ous convolutions; adhesions 
causing pressure and blocking 
of some portion of the. canal; 
obstructive tumors preventing 
passage of material through 
the portion affected; diverti- 
culosis or pouches in the walls 
of the colon holding decom¬ 
posed and toxic materials; in- 
tuseceptions or portions of the 
canal drawn into itself or into 
other portions and blockage by 
large masses of dehydrated 
stool in the lower bowel. 

In many cases these serious 
conditions may seem to be only 
simple constipation. Due how¬ 
ever to the many possibilities 
of dangerous complications it 
is not wise to use laxatives ex¬ 
cept on the advise of your 
doctor. 

Colon irrigations (colonics) 
are the safest method of emp¬ 
tying the bowels and will de¬ 
termine if cathartics are ad¬ 
visable.
